Creamy  pink 
blending  to  rose  pink  at  edges  of  petals,  carmine 
blotches  surrounded  by  blaze  of  gold  on  the  two 
lower  petals.  Intensely  ruffled.  Many  good  size 
blooms  out  at  one  time,  perfectly  placed  on  a 
tall  straight  spike.  Heavy  dark  green  foliage.

MARY  LOCKWOOD 

Named  for  one  of  the  dearest  women  that  ever 
lived,  my  Mother.  Shell  pink  with  scarlet  lines 
on  lower  petals.  The  color  is  similar  to  the  well 
known  Rita  Beck.  The  spike  is  more  of  the 
Carmen  Sylva  type,  tall  and  straight.  Eight  or 
more  large  well  placed  blooms  out  at  one  time. 
Blooms  about  as  early  as  Dr.  Moody.  We  had  so 
many  orders  for  bulbs  of  this  variety  last  spring 
that  we  are  obliged  to  withdraw  the  sale  this  year 
to  increase  stock. 


FAITH  (1928) 

The  most  outstanding  new  introduction  of  the 
year,  winner  of  the  A.  G.  S.  silver  medal  at 
Lansing  for  the  most  meritorious  seedling.  The 
color  is  the  nearest  to  a  clear  blue  ever  created. 
Tall  straight  spike  with  eighteen  Florets,  five  or 
six  open  at  one  time.  Unlike  other  so  called  blue 
glads  the  color  does  not  fade  but  remains  true 
to  the  last  bloom.  After  getting  the  opinion  of 
several  prominent  growers  we  have  decided  to  let 
a  few  large  bulbs  go  this  year  at  $25.00  each.  No 
small  bulbiSi  or  bulblets  for  sale  at  any  price1  and 
only  30  bulbs  can  be  spared.
